fCompany Warned 
It Must Not Halt 
Union Organizing 

WASHINGTON. —’The Na¬ 

tional Labor Board ordered the 
Republic Steel Corporation today 
to offer reinstatement to about 
6000 employes who went on strike 
in six Ohio plants in May, 1937. 

’The board ordered the company 
to stop interfering with the for¬ 
mation of any labor organization, 
discouraging membership in the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, or the 
steel workers’ organizing commit- 

tee. 

COMPANY BLAMED 

The board, in a 100,000-word 
decision, held that unfair labor 
practices by the corporation 
caused its employes to join the 
“little steel” walkout 18 months 
ago. 

’The thousands who went out on 
strike will not get back pay for 
the time elapsed since the strike, 
board spokesmen explained. The 
men may apply for reinstatement, 
and Republic is given five days 
of grace, after such application, 
to put them ot work. Beginning 
with the sixth day, the workers 
would be entitled to pay for as 
many days as the company re¬ 
fused to take them back. 

NO .IOB.S FOB GUIL’TY 

The board did not order rein¬ 
statement offers to 11 persons 
who were convicted of crimes or 
pleaded guilty to crimes in con¬ 
nection with the strike. 

The board said the corporation 
may deduct ordinary earnings of 
employes during the "waiting 
periods” in computing remedial 
payment.s. However, the company 
was told to deduct any wages 
earned on federal, state or loc.al 
governmental work relief projects 
and pay it over to the agency 
supplying the funds. 

Last April 9 the board issued a 
similar order providing for the re¬ 
instatement of 5000 strikers, but 
that order, involved in questions 
of legal procedure, was with¬ 
drawn. 

RIOTEB.S GET .lOBS 

Following the April decision, 
Tom Glrdler, chairman of the 
board of Republic Steel, a.ssailed 
it as reflecting the "one-sided 
character” of the Wagner act, un¬ 
der which the board function.s. 
Girdles complained that the board 
gave overmuch credence to evi¬ 
dence again.st the company, and 
"seems to have disregarded evi¬ 
dence offered by the company. ’ 

Denying Republic’s contention 
that many employes .should not 
be rein.stated becau.se they bad 
been engaged in strike violence, 
the board .said: j 

“It must be remembered that | 
the acts which the respondent 
complains were committed by, 
strikers in the heat and turmoil 
of bitter industrial strike in which 
the threat of violence on the part 
of the respondent against the 
strikers was ever present and fre¬ 
quently carried into execution. 
BI.AME ON COMPANY 

"The respondent had itself been 
guilty of brutal acts of violence 
in the period of organization pre¬ 
ceding the strike, and the re¬ 
spondent itself committed or vas 
re.sponsible for acts of violence 
during the strike far more serious 
than those attributed to the strik¬ 
ers in question. 

"For these and other rea.sons 
it does not lie in the mouth of fhe 
respondent to assent that the of¬ 
fenses of its striking employes 
are necessarily and of themselves 
a bar to their reinstatement or 
that they are any le.ss fit to be 
employes than the respondent is 
to be the employer.”

Grand jury Investigation of the 
"Fools Rush In” political pamphlet 
was temporarily shelved today, as 
witnesses were called to testify 
concerning charges made by Rus¬ 
sell S. Horton, Balboa Island vet¬ 
eran, against Superior Judge H. G. 
Ames’ juvenile court and the coun¬ 
ty detention home. 

Two witnes.ses were called yes¬ 
terday afternoon in the jury’s 
probe of the pamphlet case before 
it was shelved for the time being. 
They were James Ragan, former 
deputy under Sheriff Logan Jack- 
son who resigned his job more than 
a year ago after a dispute with 
the sheriff; and George Hart, court j 
house reporter for The Register 
who has been connected with Jack- 
.son’s campaigns as publicity man. 
TWO QUIZZED 1 

Ragan’s testimony was believed 
to have dealt with his former su- j 
perior officer; and Hart was be-, 
lieved to have denied any knowl¬ 
edge of responsibility for the anon¬ 
ymous pamphlet which praised 
Jackson and others and attacked 
many candidates just before the 
primary election. Ragan testified 
for about an hour; and Hart was 
with the Jury 25 minutes. The 
latter’s name had been mentioned 
by former Dist. Atty. S. B. Kauf¬ 
man in a radio speech flaying 
Jackson just after the pamphlet 
was is.sued. 

Today the jury reportedly was 
seeking Norton to give testimony 
about the charges he made last 
Friday night, terming some juven¬ 
ile court cases "diabolical.” Nor¬ 
ton, however, did not appear this 
morning. 

C. M. .MAN TESTIFIES 

Only witness before noon was 
John ’rhompson, Costa Mesa Le¬ 
gionnaire who reporteiily was pres¬ 
ent Friday night v’hen the county 
council of the Legion passed a mo¬ 
tion directing Commander Gaylord 
Fanning to appoint a committee 
to investigate charges made by 
Norton. ^ 

Meanwhile Commander Fanning’s 
statement that the motion had 
been intended to have "no public¬ 
ity until after the election” proir.nt- 
ed discussion in veterans’ circles. 
Fanning said Norton’s motion for 
an investigation had been amended 
to provide against publicity until 
after Nov. 8, when Judge Ames 
stands for re-election. 

The news had been released, 
however; and Norton reportedly 
was being sought by the jury for 
questioning. 

Workers Accuse 
N. Y. Bankers’ Club 

NEW YORK. (.'PI—The Bankers 
club of America, one of the wealth¬ 
iest and most luxurious clubs in 
the countrj', was accu.sed of unfair 
labor practices today. 

Local 6 of the hotel club em¬ 
ployes’ union (AFL) charged 
through its attorney, Sidney Cohn, 
that the club had refused to en¬ 
gage in collective bargaining al¬ 
though Cohn said the union had 
won an employes’ election, 105 to 
47. 

Two Men Kidnaped 
In $2700 Robbery 

HOLLYWOOD. (A>)-’Three hold¬ 
up men kidnaped Fred Miller and 
George Harris, laundry company 
officials, as they stepped out of a 
bank with $2700 in payroll money 
and robber them. 

Miller and Harris were forced to 
lie down in the hack scat of their 
car. Several miles from the scene 
of the robbery they were dumped 
out. 

S. P. BORROWS SIILIJONS 

NEW YORK. (A>)- The Southern 
Pacific Co. management has made 
an agreement with bankers to re¬ 
new its loans, totaling about $20,- 
000,000, for one year, it was an¬ 
nounced today.

JAPS PRESS 
CANTON DRIVE 

HONGKONG. (JP) — Japanese 
columns gathered new momentum 
today and appeared to have 
sla.shed their way through Chi¬ 
nese defenses to threaten Canton 
from both the northeast and the 
east. 

Terrific air bombardments aided 
troops of the invaders at the out¬ 
set of the second week of the 
Japanese south China offensive, 
which .started Oct. 12. 

It was stated authoritatively 
that one column had reached 
Sheklur.g, on one of four islands 
in the East River crossed by tlie 
Canton-Kowloon railway, about 35 
miles east of Canton. 

To the north, and there were 
highly conflicting reports on this 
“back-door” phase of the cam¬ 
paign, another mechanized de¬ 
tachment was .said to be steadily 
nearing Tsungfa, 40 miles north¬ 
east of the Canton objective. 

Still another column was said 
to be within 25 miles of the Boca 
Tigris forts, some .30 miles south¬ 
east of Canton, which guard the 
river approach to the metropolis.

Chrysler Steps 
Up Production 

NEW YORK. (JP) -K. T. Keller, 
president of Chrysler Corp., an¬ 
nounced here today the company 
has increased its production sched¬ 
ules 20 per cent, and since Aug. 1 
has recalled 34,000 employes. 

”We now have approximately 
54,000 men at work in our plants 
and expert employment will in¬ 
crease right along into November,” 
he said. 

"Open orders on our books to¬ 
day call for a total of 1.37,000 new 
1939 pas.senger cars,” Keller said. 

Nazis Confiscate 
British Papers 

BERLIN. (Ah—Yesterday's edi¬ 
tions of English newspapers which 
arrived here today were confis¬ 
cated by authorities, presumably 
because they carried accounts of 
the New York spy trial involving 
Nazis. News dealers said no rea¬ 
sons for the confiscation were 
given. 


WASHINGTON. (Ah—The Na¬ 
tional Citrus conference struck a 
snag today when the agriculture 
department declined to make a 
commitment on the surplus burden 
it was willing to bear. 

Agricultural adjustment admin¬ 
istration representatives served 
notice again the industry would be 
expected to carry moat of the 
load. 

Government men and industry 
representatives apparently agreed 
the grapefruit surplus would reach 
nearly 10,000,000 boxes. Support 
was found for a proposal to re¬ 
lieve the crisis by eliminating 
shipments of all except first and 
second grade fruit. 

AID EXTENT ASKED 

Full agreement on that program 
was balked, however, when indus¬ 
try men called upon the govern¬ 
ment to say how much of the sur¬ 
plus disposal it was willing to 
undertake—through diversion pro¬ 
grams, purchases for relief dis¬ 
tribution, or both. 

AAA spokesmen reminded the 
conference the industry itself wa-s 
primarily responsible for the solu¬ 
tion and that government help 
must be considered only a supple¬ 
ment. 

"We do not have any solution 
to offer,” one AAA official was 
quoted as telling the citrus men 
in a closed session. ”We have 
taken the major responsibility in 
getting the groups together for 
this conference. The alternative 
would have been to meet the 
emergency in each area piecemeal. 
The problem fundamentally is the 
industry’s problem.” 

ORANGE PROBLEM UP 

Another government official was 
, said to have told the conference, 

' “this year a flood of letters from 
I the citrus industry has started 
' sarlier than herefore, and the let¬ 
ters are more pathetic than usual.” 
I Officials have indicated the 

' AAA would continue to buy fruit 
for distribution to needy persons. 
' One official said, however, the 
■ agency had made no promise to 
* buy low grade fruit.

^ BRITISH KILL 
ARAB REBELS 

JERUSALEM. (Ah—Nine Arabs 
were reported killed and a British 
soldier and British policeman 
wounded today as the Coldstream 
guards sought to oust rebellious 
Arabs from the moslem section of 
Jerusalem’s old city. 

A steady fusillade of shots in 
the old city could be heard by 
newspaper correspondents on the 
roof of a hotel outside the wails. 

Wnile the crack guardsmen at¬ 
tempted to clean up resistance in 
Jerusalem, other troops cordoned 
off half the coastal town of Acre 
and began a rigorous search to 
find members of the band which 
raided the city’s postoffice yester¬ 
day. 

L. A. Mayor Wants 
Police Badge Data 

LOS ANGELES. (Ah — Mayor 
Bowron sharply asked Police Chief 
Davis today for a report on the 
estimated 10,000 honorary police 
badges issued private citizens. 

The mayor wants a list of badge 
holders, the reasons why they were 
issued and what money, if any, 
was paid by the recipients.

PARIS. (A*) — Prince Arsene 
Karageorgevich, father of Prince 
Paul, regent of Yugoslavia, died 
today at his Paris home at the 
age of 79, 


New Airways Hero Lands Burning 
Plane in Field, Saves 11 Lives 


MONTEREY, Ala. (A»l—A new 
hero of the airways was acclaimed 
today, as a mass of burned wreck¬ 
age marked where Pilot Dave His- 
song, with flames lapping about 
him, brought 11 paasengers and 
three crewmen safely to earth in 
his burning Eastern Airlines plane. 

With one voice of gratitude the 
passengers testified, "he saved 
us.” 

The 14-passenger twin-motored 
Houston to New York ship burst 
into flames near midnight a few 
miles from Monterey, and though 
his hands were seared, the fuse¬ 
lage burned and one motor dropped 
out, Hissong stuck to the controls 
and put the craft down in a dark 
and strange field. 

A moment after passengers 
alighted the flames destroyed the 
ship. 

No one aboard was hurt badly. 

Among the passengers was J. V. 


Connolly, general manager of 
Hearst newspapers, New York, and 
E. D. Rivers, jr., son of Georgia’s 
governor. 

Eastern Airlines listed the others 
aboard as J. H. Sotham, New 
York; J. H. Bonck, New Orleans; 
Z. Lebenson, New York; George 
Stewart, Atlanta; J. T. Nix, New 
Orleans; D. Drucker, New York; 
R. B. txahle. New York; Co-Pllpt 
C. R. Russell; Steward Frank 
Gibbs; W. O. Foote, Montgomery 
Eastern itirlines manager, and F. 
T. Vonnegutt, New Orleans East¬ 
ern Airlines city traffic manager. 

Connolly said "the heroism and 
fine work of the pilot simply were 
beyond description.” Young Rivers 
said “if it hadn’t been tor that 
pilot 1 wouldn’t be here.” 

Foote told a dramatic story of 
Hissong’s neroism and effective 
performance as a pilot. 

"We lett the Monterey field,” 
he said, "about three minutes be¬ 


fore the right engine got rough 
and in another minute it broke 
into flames. We were at an ele¬ 
vation of about 1400 feet. 

"Captain Hissong cut the gas 
off from tile motor. The captain 
attempted to turn and had made 
about a half mile turn toward the 
airport when the right motor, ap¬ 
parently eaten loose by the flames, 
fell out. Hissong jerked his left 
wing up to flying position. He 
headed for a clearing. 

"He could barely see with his 
landing lights. He mushed the 
ship. The right wing was sheared 
off by a tree.” 

Pilot Hissong said that a dam¬ 
aged propeller probably caused 
vibration of a motor in a way to 
start the fire. 

He refused to take credit for any 
heroic act, stating that he had 
merely done what any other pilot 
would have done under the cir¬ 
cumstances. 


PARIS. (JP )—Preliminary nego¬ 
tiations looking toward a "full 
settlement” of differences between 
France and Germany were report¬ 
ed in informed quarters today to 
have been started by both govern¬ 
ments. 

Premier Edouard Daladier con¬ 
ferred with Count Johannes Ven 
Welczeck, German ambassador to 
France, yesterday on the latter’s 
return from Berlin, and the envoy 
arranged to talk to Foreign Min¬ 
ister Georges Bonnet today. 

CALLS ON HITLER 

Both meetings were said by for¬ 
eign office sources to have been 
arranged at the ambassador’s re¬ 
quest. 

At the same time Andre Fran- 
cois-Poncet, French ambassador to 
Berlin who has been named am¬ 
bassador to Italy, flew in a spe¬ 
cial airplane at Adolf Hitler’s in¬ 
vitation to Berchtesgaden, the 
German chancellor’s Bavarian 
home. 

The first draft of Hitler’s terms, 
which informed sources said were 
submitted to the French leaders, 
was reported to include an air pact 
in which France would recognize 
Germany’s right of numerical pre¬ 
ponderance in warplanes. 

FREE HAND SOUGHT 

France also would promise to 
assure Germany a free hand in 
central and eastern Europe with 
the renunciation of her mutual as¬ 
sistance treaty with Soviet Rus¬ 
sia. 

France would promise to return 
Togo and the Cameroons, prewar 
German colonies, to the reich. 

In return Hitler would guaran¬ 
tee all French frontiers against at¬ 
tack. 

Although it was believed ex¬ 
tremely unlikely such terms would 
be acceptable to France in their 
entirety, it was reported by depu¬ 
ties that Daladier was perpared to 
make strenuous efforts toward 
reaching an agreement with Hitler 
soon. 

RUSSIA OUT 

Conditions at the moment, with 
the Czechoslovak issue settled by 
the Munich partition agreement, 
were considered favorable from 
the viewpoints both of Daladier 
and Hitler. 

It seemed a foregone conclusion 
that any bettering of relations be¬ 
tween France and Germany would 
mean a worsening of relations be¬ 
tween France and Soviet Russia, 
linked by a mutual assistance pact. 

Since the French Communists 
voted against Daladier in the last 
chamber test, the premier’s posi¬ 
tion seemed more favorable, for 
in Hitler’s eyes he would have less 
of a leftist tinge th£in if he had 
Communist support. 

NLBR Linked to 
Communist Party 

WASHINGTON. (JP) — Ralph 
Knox, former president of one of 
the largest local labor unions in 
the country, told the house com¬ 
mittee investigating un-American 
activities today that an attorney 
for the national labor board had 
invited him to join the Commu¬ 
nist party. 

He said the attorney was Ben 
Wolf, or Ben Wood, but was un¬ 
certain which was ixirrect. 

He gave the testimony in re¬ 
sponse to a question by Chairman 
Dies (D., Tex.) about whether 
he had ever been asked to become 
a member of the Communist 
party. 

Judgment Won in 
Anaheim Cafe Case 

Judgment for $743 had been 
awarded Lucille Edwards, former 
owner of an Anaheim cafe, by Su¬ 
perior Judge James L. Allen to¬ 
day in her suit against Florence 
Schumacker, purchaser of the 
cafe. 

The plaintiff claimed the de¬ 
fendant purchased the Bay Tree 
cafe on a conditional sales con¬ 
tract. but when it was repossessed 
refused to return fixtures valued 
at $1143. Judge Allen gave her 
judgment for $743, and provided 
that instead of paying cash the 
defendant may return the fixtures.

MUNICH, Germany. (JP) —For¬ 
eign Minister Joachim von Rlb- 
bentrop today conferred with rep¬ 
resentatives of the new autonom¬ 
ous states of Slovakia and Ruthe- 
nian on the Hungarian minority 
dispute. 

It is an open secret in political 
circles ahat Germany is none too 
well pleased with the situation be¬ 
tween Slovaks and Ruthenians 
(subCarpathian Russians) on the 
one hand and Hungarions and 
Poles on the other. 

It is known the Slovaks and 
Ruthenians expect help frona 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler in op¬ 
posing the territorial demands of 
Hungary. 

Both the Slovaks and Ruthe¬ 
nians are insisting that the same 
principles apply to settlement of 
their minority problems as were 
applied at the Munich four-pow¬ 
er conference. 

In other words, the Slovaks are 
willing to yield to Hungary only 
such territory as contains unmis¬ 
takable Hungarian majorities and 
the Ruthenians claim the right of 
self-determination which to them 
means the right to stay with the 
Czechs and Slovaks in forming a 
tri-partite federated state. The 
Prague government has granted 
each of them autonomy to give 
them a status of equality with 
the Czeers. 

Hungary, according to reports 
current’ in Berlin, demands sec¬ 
tions of Slovakia in which Hun¬ 
garians are a minority. They do 
so on the ground that these areas 
belonged to Hungary before the 
World war. 

Bratisip.vs /s ■ ? case in point. 
Hitler, standing for the principle 
of racial nationalism, is reported 
reliably to have told Hungary 
that Bratislava, although it once 
belonged to Hunfary, was never 
Hungarian so far tse majority 
of the population was concerned 
and that it must be left to Slo¬ 
vakia. 

Neither Poland nor Hungary ap¬ 
pears to be willing to let the 
Ruthenians continue in the Czech¬ 
oslovak state.

FORGERY CONSIDERED 

Guenther Gustav Rumrich, the

to forge President Roosevelt’s sig¬ 
nal ire to faked White House sta¬ 
tionery in order to procure infor¬ 
mation about two United States 
navy airplane carriers. 

Staring at Assistant U. S. At¬ 
torney Lester C. Dunigan and 
avoiding the gaze of the three de¬ 
fendants — Erich Glaser, former 
Mitchel Field soldier; Johanna 
Hofmann, hairdresser on the Ger¬ 
man liner Europa, and Otto Her¬ 
man Voss, airplane factory work¬ 
ers—Rumrich said he was in¬ 
credulous when he heard of the 
opening of the mail bag. 
PHOTOGRAPH IS PROOF 

The Information was relayed to 
him, he said, by Karl Schlueter, 
messenger and payoff man for the 
spy ring, in the presence of Miss 
Hofmann, and that when he ap¬ 
peared skeptical Miss Hofmann 
herself showed him a photographic 
copy of the contract. 

Speaking in a low dispirited 
voice as thougli he were tired of 
the whole fantastic espionage bus¬ 
iness, Rumrich said he expected 
to get a lot of money for the 
navy information on the airplane 
carriers. 

Rumrich was Indicted with the 
other defendants and 13 others, 
but pleaded guilty at the start 
of the trial. This was his third 
day on the stand. 

PLANS BOUGHT 

The stolid ex-dishwasher, who 
became a $40 a week “mail or¬ 
der" spy, chewed gum as he told 
of a night when Karl Schlueter, 
an alleged messenger from the 
spy ring, came to his home in 
the Bronx with Fraulein Hof¬ 
mann. 

Schlueter asked him what he 
knew of the aircraft carriers en¬ 
terprise and Yorktown. 

"He said the German navy was 
now going to build some aircraft 
carriers and that it would be very 
uscfdul for his superiors to obtain 
I plans of these carriers’ oonsi^rjc- 
1 tion, “Rumrich testified. 

I "He suggested that I write to 
I Hamburg and suggest that I be 
furnished with some stationery 
that would show that it was offi¬ 
cial White House stationery.” 
MONEY PROMISED 

“He said something about for¬ 
warding a letter to the construc¬ 
tion chief of the United States 
navy department, the letter bear¬ 
ing the forged signature of the 
President of the United States.

Injunction May Tie Up Completion of Joint Outfall Sewer Repair 


ORANGE CLAIM 
MAY LEAD TO 
COUNTY'S SUIT 

Legal action—possibly an in¬ 
junction tying up operations of the 
joint outfall sewer district’s re¬ 
pair program—were threatened to¬ 
day by the county board of super¬ 
visors, following a lengthy “hud¬ 
dle session” yesterday afternoon. 

Deputy Dist. Atty. J. E. Walker 
prepared yesterday to report to 
the county board on status of its 
rights in the sewer setup, follow¬ 
ing presentation of a claim from 
the city of Orange for $10,500 for 
unauthorized use by the county 
hospital of the Orange branch of 
the sewer line. 

'The county hospital had been 
discharging sewage into the line 
for 14 years before it was discov¬ 
ered. Orange plans to recover the 
money it assertedly has paid for 
sewer madntenance, because those 
charges are based on gailonage, 
and the county hospital has paid 
nothing for the service. ’The city’s 
claim was rejected last week by 
the county board. 

“Maybe we ought to huddle,” 
said Walker. 

"I think this ought to be dis¬ 
cussed privately,” said Supervisor 
Harry Riley. “I don’t think we 
ought to talk about it here in 
front of the newspapermen.” 

Supervisor John Mitchell said he 
had no desire for a private confer¬ 
ence. “I’ve made up my mind,” 
he said. Supervisor Steele Finley 
said nothing. 

Supervisor N. E. West opposed 
the “huddle session.” He said the 
sewer problem was “the public’s 
business, and there’s no reason 
why the public shouldn’t know 
about it.” 

Finally Riley and Chairman 
Willard Smith led the way into 
the board’s committee room, with 
all but West following. West went 
out for a cup of coffee; and when 
the board emerged some time 
later it passed a motion directing 
Walker to take "whatever action 
is necessary” to preserve the coun¬ 
ty’s rights. Supervisors would not 
comment on what that action was; 
but Mitchell last week had de¬ 
manded injunction proceedings, 
tying up repair work because the 
sewer district uses county roads 
for rights-of-way, until the Orange 
bill is decided.

LOS ANGELES. iJP )—Testimony 
that Carl Sturzemacker in¬ 
structed his former secretary,

To 
transfer an easement from one lo¬ 
cation to another at Huntington 
Beach. 

The letter, she said, was ad¬ 
dressed to a minor oil company 
and although dictated May 12, 
1937, was dated Oct. 2, 1936 at 
Sturzenacker’s order. ’The Magnor 
company was granted permission 
shortly before the May 12 date 
to drill 60 wells on adjoining prop¬ 
erty of the state.

RumriL.i explained that he also 
enclosed in the letter some Polish 
literature about a “very valuable 
salve f • use in counteracting the 
effects of poison gas,” explaining 
today, though, that he did not read 
Polish. 

At Schlueter’s request for the 
names of American army or navy 
officers of German extraction who 
“might be susceptible,” he gave 
the agent a couple of names he 
got out o a paper. 

“Do you remember those 
names?” asked Dunigan. 

LETTER WRITTEN 

He identified a list of officers, 
employes on aircraft carriers, 
which ne had also given Schlueter, 
adding he knew none of the men 
personally. He had written to 
Brown the following letter:

“There are ways of making 
money.

COMMUNISTS 
BLAMED FOR 
FIRST SIT-DOWN 

WASHINGTON. OPI—The house 
committee investigating un-Amer¬ 
ican activities received testimony 
today that Communists engineered 
the first sit-down strike in Mich¬ 
igan—at the Midland Steel com¬ 
pany in 1936. 

Clyde Morrow, an employe of 
the Ford Motor company in De¬ 
troit, said the strike was led by 
John Anderson, Communist can¬ 
didate for governor in 1934, and 
Nat Ganley, described by Morrow 
as a Communist and member of 
several unions at one time under 
different names. 

“These men headed the strike 
with the aid of Communist groups 
in the union,” he said. “They kept 
the workers at fever pitch by say¬ 
ing strike - speakers would be 
brought in to take their jobs and 
that the militia would come down.” 

Morrow, who said he had joined 
the Communist party for the pur¬ 
pose of getting information, as¬ 
serted he was on hand when the 
strike began. 

The witness, speaking rapidly 
despite cautions to slow down, 
said that the technique of sit-down 
strikes was worked out first at 
the Hudson Motor Car company, 
where “the Communist party ex¬ 
perimented with the idea” late in 
1933 and in 1934. In the Hudson 
plant, he said, departmental lines 
were stopped until demands were 
met and in one month there were 
perhaps 200 stoppages and “they 
Just couldn’t run.”

OLIGARCHY 

LOS ANGELES. (Ab — The 
United States is in the proce.ss of 
determining whether or not we 
will have a “democracy” or “rule 
by an oligarchy which might lead 
to dictatorship,” Secretary of the 
Interior Harold L. Ickes said here 
today in a press conference. 

“The over - concentration of 
wealth—wealth which In the past 
has had much to do with the run¬ 
ning of government — in a few 
hands is repugnant. Today we are 
in the process of determining 
whether or not we will have a de¬ 
mocracy in this country or rule 
by an allgarchy which might lead 
to dictatorship. I think a dicta¬ 
torship under such an oligarchy 
is quite possible.” 

Asked what he meant by “oli¬ 
garchy” Secretary Ickes said he 
referred to a few men controlling 
the country’s wealth. 

When the question was raised j 
as to v-hether the secretary 
thought big business should deven- 
tralize he shook his head in the 
affirmative and said: 

“I wonder If big business has 
brains enough to.”

Mrs. Barnett gave a display of 
her battling temperament last 
night when Marshal Clark served 
her with a notice of eviction from 
the colonial mansion she and Bar¬ 
nett had occupied as man and 
wife. The United States supreme 
court has ruled that the house 
is property of the government, as 
guardian for the elderly Barnett. 

"Get off my property!” shrieked 
Mrs. Barnett as Clark handed her 
the eviction notice. “This belongs 
to me. Get out! Get out!” 

Mrs. Barnett and her daughter, 
Maxine Sturgis, then charged a 
group of persons who gathered on 
the lawn and fought them for 
nearly twenty minutes. Marshal 
Clark, meanwhile, had retired 
gracefully. 

In a day or two, Clark will have 
to go back to the Barnett estate, 
located on Wilshire boulevard, 
taking with him a writ of assist¬ 
ance and restitution. Mrs. Bar¬ 
nett and her daughter will then 
have to pack up and go. 

But Clark is wondering, he ad¬ 
mitted today, just what will hap¬ 
pen when the eviction is made. 
Mrs. Barnett has threatened never 
to be taken alive from the house. 
She made the threat in open court 
after calling government officials 
“gangsters."

WASHINGTON, i.® —Employ¬ 
ers have four days in which to 
complete preparations for comply¬ 
ing with the new federal wage- 
hour law. 

The statute, laying down basic 
work standards for 11,000,000 
wage-earners in interstate com¬ 
merce, becomes effective at 12:01 
a. m. next Monday. 

Before that time thousands of 
small employers must decide, if 
they have not already done so, 
whether they come under the law'. 
Others must draw distinctions be¬ 
tween their workers who are sub¬ 
ject to the act and those who .ire 
exempt, such as apprentices and 
professional men. 

These and many other questions 
held the attention today not only 
of the employers but also of 
Wage-Hour Administrator Elmer 
F. Andrews and his staff of legal, 
economic and labor experts. 

hTe wage-hour offices in the la¬ 
bor department were probably the 
busiest in Washington. Despite 
the comparatively short time the 
staff has been organized, officials 
reported it was functioning 
smoothly, even with limited per¬ 
sonnel. The office staff now num¬ 
bers 80, and a field force of 30 
will be organized by Monday. 

Andrews’ immediate task was 
to i.ssue a series of regulations 
clarifying controverted clauses in 
the law, defining exemptions and 
instructing employers on the rec¬ 
ords they must keep to show 
proper compliance. 

At the same time he and his 
aides sought to reply as rapidly 
as possible to hundreds of inquir¬ 
ies from business firms puzzled 
over the question of compliance. 

Uncertainty has arisen chiefly 
among firms which produce goods 
for both interstate and Intrastate 
commerce. Purely intrastate busi¬ 
nesses are exempt. 

Andrews said it was impossible 
to lay down a general rule for the 
guidance of the.se “border-line” 
employers, and that each case 
must be determined on its merits. 
He suggested, however, that atiy 
employer who was in doubt should 
comply. 

The final decision rests with 
the employer, since Andrews’ 
opinions are in the last analysis 
merely advisory. Ultimately the 
courts rather than the adminis¬ 
tration will settle the question. 

Andrews Is arranging for the 
labor departments of several 
states to aid the federal staff on 
field problems. ■ He himself Is 
scheduled to make three national 
radio broadcasts Sunday. 

He estimated yesterday that 
about 1,500,000 workers would 
have shorter hours when the law 
goes into effect. It provides for 
a 44-hour work week. About 750,- 
000 employes will get higher pay 
because of the 25-cents-an-hour 
minimum wage provision.

Building a home nowadays re¬ 
quires a different procedure, as 
well as a better constructed home. 
In Santa Ana, you can’t construct 
a building costing more than $20 
without the approval of the city. 


’The city chieftain who keeps a 
sharp watch while you build your 
home is Building Inspector H. O. 
Rasmussen. Every process in the 
construction of a building must 
have his stamp of approval. 


If the forms for the foundation 
aren’t built right, he can make 
you tear them up and do it over 
again. If there isn't enough ce¬ 
ment in the mortar that holds the 
brick fireplace together, he can 
change all that, too.

Fact is, there is no dimit to the 
responsibility of the Inspector. He 
has to enforce the complex uni¬ 
form building code, all the city 
and county ordinances. Besides 
that, he has the job of strictly 
enforcing the Federal Housing Act 
in Santa Ana. (Regulations for 
erection of a building under the 
FHA take precedence over local 
ordinances. Exception: when lo¬ 
cal regulations are more severe.) 


The building department is main¬ 
tained by the city, Rasmussen 
points out, for the purpose of pro¬ 
tecting the public. The average 
citizen who is paying for the con¬ 
struction of a home can’t possibly 
be skilled enough to watch every¬ 
thing. 


Contractors in Santa Ana coop¬ 
erate 100 per cent with the build¬ 
ing department, Rasmussen says, 
and welcome inspection because it 
is a protection to the contractor 
as well. 


There isn’t a building, whether 
dwelling, apartment house, store, 
or a fence over six feet high that 
doesn’t have the inspection of the 
building department. (Regulations, 
Rasmussen says, weren’t so strin¬ 
gent about 5 or 6 years ago.)

LOS ANGELES. (A>)—A scorch- 
Ingf demand by two high labor 
officials that William Green, A. 
F. of L. iresident, withdraw his 
"endorsement” of Frank F. Mer- 
rlam, Callforina’s Republican gov¬ 
ernor, fired state politics to a 
new high pitch today as Raymond 
L. Haight, Progressive guberna¬ 
torial candidate, abandoned his 
own campaign. 

C. J. Haggerty, president of the 
California State Federation of La¬ 
bor, announced that he and J. W. 
Buzzell, secretary of the A. F. 
of L., Los Angeles Central La¬ 
bor council, had written Green 
declaring that he had been "mis¬ 
informed, and to say the least, 
poorly advised concerning the 
election in this state.” 

A letter by Green, they declared, 
"has been construed ... as a 
carte blanche endorsement of Gov. 
Frank E. Merriam” who, they 
continued, is supported by the 
backers of outlawing the trade 
union movement in the state.” 

They added that Culbert L. Ol¬ 
son, the Democratic candidate, 
"has lent his voice and prestige 
and the machinery of his organi¬ 
zation on our side of the fight” 
to prevent adoption of the amend¬ 
ment. 

Their letter declared also: 

"Practically every American 
Federation of Labor local in Cali¬ 
fornia has not forgotten that our 
present governor has twice called 
out the state militia during labor 
disputes under circumstances 
which really presented no logical 
or sane reason for having done 
so.” 

Haight, in a radio address last 
night, said he had no chance to 
be elected governor next month, 
because he lacked campaign funds. 
He not only refrained from en¬ 
dorsing either Merriam or Olson, 
however, but criticized both and 
offered his supporters a program 
which he said should form the 
basis of their vote for either of his 
opponents. 

Haight pointed out that his 
name will be on the ballot and 
that he is bound by oath not to 
formally withdraw. His action, 
he indicated, simply will be one 
of not making an active cam¬ 
paign. 

He asserted that Olson "does not 
really stand for any particular 
set of principles” and “has a rec¬ 
ord of being on all sides of every 
important issue.” 

Merriam, he declared, is cam¬ 
paigning on Olson’s demerits rath¬ 
er than his own merits, adding 
that "in Instance after instance 
political expediency rather than 
public service has been the basis 
for decision (regarding appoint¬ 
ments to office).”

Heavy retail demand for the 
1939 models, announced last 
week, has required increased pro¬ 
duction at the Buick plants, and, 
according to Stormy Gordon, local 
Buick dealer, will result in the re¬ 
turn to work of 1200 additional 
employes between now and Nov. 1.

"If Howard Jones fails to win 
the Pacific coast conference race 
with his revived Trojans this year 
and if his number goes up, the 
man most likely to be sought after 
is NOT Lawrence (Buck) Shaw 
of Santa Clara, but “Tex" Oliver, 
the personality man from Arizona, 
now enthralling Eugene by the 
play of his Oregon Webfoots. 

“Los Angeles writers who saw 
the Ducks trim U. C. L. A. and 
who met the affable Oliver are 
giving him about as much space 
as they give Jones, Bill Spaulding 
and Tom Lleb of Loyola. They’re 
sold on the affable and efficient 
“Tex.” 

"’The fact Oliver once attended 
Southern California—besides Army 
and Stanford—wouldn’t hurt his 
case, either. 

“The added fact he’s getting 
only $5500, which is $900 more 
than his predecessor, “Prink” Cal- 
lison, got for the same job, would 
make him hesitate a long time 
before refusing to listen to a 
U. S. C. overture. 

"He’s under three-year contract, 
but you know what a contract is 
worth if either side wants to break 
it.

NEW CROP OF 
PASSERS ADD 
TO THRILLS 

NEW YORK. (JP >—No one knows 
just what’s responsible but after 
four weeks, the 1938 football sea¬ 
son has become the most brilliant 
offensively since the war. 

Remember those scoreless ties 
that sent you home wishing you’d 
spent the afternoon with a good 
book ? Scores have been rising 
with long dashes for touchdowns 
sprinkled liberally over the grid¬ 
irons. 

The coaches are baffled. “It’s 
got me,” admitted Jim Crowley, 
teams that aren’t supposed to 
be so hot on offense are running 
wild. Everyone’s got a passer 
and at least one fair runner. I 
thought my team at Fordham had 
a good attack. It’s just average, 
I guess.” 

MANY FINE PASSERS 

Crowley’s right. There is a 
bumper crop of passers. Bill Pat¬ 
terson of Baylor, Dave O’Brien of 
Texas Christian, Harold Van 
Every of Minnesota, George Kisch- 
er of Iowa State, Lanny Hollins 
of Vanderbilt, George Stirnweiss 
of North Carolina, Bill Paulmah 
of Stanford, Wilmeth Sidat-Singh 
of Syracuse, Sid Luckman of Col¬ 
umbia and Gil Humphrey of Yale 
are throwing the ball as it’s rarely 
been thrown before. 

Ossie Solem of Syracuse points 
out the reason. “Look on any 
vancant lot or city .street. ’The 
kids are throwing the ball, not 
kicking it.” 

With the Increase in passers 
comes an increase in backfield 
versatility. All of the above hurl- 
ers can run, too. The day of the 
specialty back is fading. Michi 
gan, which once built its offense 
around the left halfback, now has 
everybody running with the ball 
but the quarter. 

Passing, which was a hit or miss 
side line for 20 years, is as finely 
integrated and balanced as a 
costly watch. Spot, cross over, 
alley and flat aerials and their 
innumerable variations loom big 
in the technique of the game. 

Defensive strategists are up to 
their ears in plans to stop the 
air-raids. ’The five-men line has 
not bulked large in their calcula¬ 
tions thus far. The 6-3-2 and the 
7-1-2-1 defensive, alignments, gen¬ 
erally the most adaptable, are the 
more popular. Coaches note a 
trend toward leas blocking in the 
line by the offensive team, block 
Ing which is saved for the second¬ 
ary on those all or nothing “touch¬ 
down plays that pull the fans 
shrieking to their feet. 

AERIAL DEFENSES 
Apparently the masking of pass 
plays has made a fast-charging 
line less effective against aerials 
unless the offensive line is notably 
weak. Play riggers such as Col 
gate’s Andy Kerr and Stub Alli¬ 
son of California have mapped 
out singularly successful aerial de¬ 
fenses. 

Kerr stopped Luckman — And 
Columbia—By pulling a guard and 
a tackle out of the line to de¬ 
fend in the flat as soon as the 
ball was snapped. Luckman was 
bottled up. 

A pronounced trend toward dis¬ 
carding lateral passes is seen. 
Several horrible examples, notably 
Vin Eichler’s toss that gave Syra¬ 
cuse the ball and the Cornell 
game, serve to warn coaches of 
the lateral’s penalties for misuse 

But the fane shouldn’t worry 
about this spectacular play’s de¬ 
mise. Whatever happens, the first 
weeks of the season have given 
them their most attractive foot¬ 
ball, have given defensive strateg¬ 
ists their stiffest problem of a 
I decade.

ARMSTROHG BELIEVES GARCIA 
BOUT WILL BE HIS HARDEST 


NEW YORK. Henry Arm¬ 
strong stuck an index finger in 
his mouth and caressed the jagged 
scar left by the 14 stitches that 
were embroidered in his under lip 
the night he won the lightweight 
title from Lou Ambers. 

‘"The doctor did a wonderful job 
sewing me up,” said the calm lit¬ 
tle negro. “It’s pretty well healed 
now and it won’t get cut again. 
You see I’ve had the tooth pulled 
out that did it.” 

He bared the bottom row. There 
was a gap in the gleaming line 
where the original had been 
yanked and a false half-tooth in¬ 
stalled. It was a blunt little num¬ 
ber not calculated to cut any¬ 
thing. 

There are not many fighters 
who would be far-seeing enough 
to part with a good tooth, and 
there is, of course, only one Henry 
Armstrong. His entire prepara¬ 
tion for his welterweight cham¬ 
pionship fight with Ceferino Gar¬ 
cia at the Garden two weeks from 
tonight has been equally studied. 

For six weeks after he won his 
third world crown from Ambers 
Armstrong took a complete rest, 
his first in several years. For 
the past two weeks he has been 
taking the waters at Hot Springs, 
Ark., and gradually limbering up 
again. One night he led prayer¬ 
meeting at Hot Springs and took 
his manager, Eddie Mead, along. 

“I think this will be the hard¬ 
est fight I’ve ever had,” he said, 
thoughtfully, as he leaned back 
on Mike Jocobs’ big sofa. “I’ve 
seen Garcia fight, and he hits aw¬ 
fully hard. He’ll outweigh me 
about eight pounds. What I’ll 
have to do is bore in close like 
I always do and keep him from 
hitting me. 

“After all, Ceferino whipped 
Glen Lee, and Lee is a middle¬ 


weight. I don't think the 15 
rounds will bother me, though, for 
I have put on a couple of pounds 
and they seem to be solid. I 
should come in at about 136 this 
time.” 

When they posed for the pho¬ 
tographers Garcia looked a much 
larger man, at least an inch tall¬ 
er and huskier through the shoul¬ 
ders. Sizing them up, it didn’t 
look quite fair; yet Armstrong 
brought it on himself when he 
started picking on welterweights. 

“My punch will get him,” said 
Garcia, the scar - faced Filipino, 
confidently. “The best man al¬ 
ways wins.” 

Garcia generally is credited 
with having softened up Barney 
Ross to where the Jewish star was 
easy pickings for Armstrong in 
their title fight last May. Al¬ 
though Ross beat Garcia narrow¬ 
ly, he was hit some terrific 
punches. One In particular, in 
the 13th round, nearly tore his 
head off. 

Remembering this, the book¬ 
makers are likely to make it about 
an even-money fight, despite Arm¬ 
strong’s marvelous record. ’This 
time he not only will be fight¬ 
ing a bigger man, but a man who 
is equally strong and has a real 
knockout punch.

A resolution by county super* 
visors condemning action of tha 
Southern Pacific railroad In re¬ 
building its bridge across the San¬ 
ta Ana river was permanently 
buried today with a letter from 
the state railroad commission ex¬ 
plaining the railroad’s new bridge 
will be entirely adequate to pass 
flood waters.

THE CINDEREIXA EMPEROR 

Stationed in the Aztec temple of 
the great national war god as a 
servant, Montezuma II, nephew of 
Montezuma I and grandson of a 
preceding emperor, was busy one 
day in 1502 sweeping the temple 
steps. 

A messenger Interrupted him; 
he had been elected to rule over 
the mighty Aztec empire, in pref¬ 


erence over his brothers because 
of his superior qualifications both 
as a soldier and as a priest. 

With becoming humility, Monte¬ 
zuma professed his unfitness for 
the responsibility, but at last 
agreed to assume the high of¬ 
fice. 

Montezuma conducted a series 
of wars that greatly enlarged the 
Aztec domain, and it was he Cor¬ 


tez found in power on arriving in 
Mexico in 1519. 

Fearing an outbreak of the peo¬ 
ple, Cortez held Montezuma as a 
hostage in the quarters of the 
Spaniards. When the Aztecs at¬ 
tacked the Spanish, Montezuma 
was asked to quell them by speak¬ 
ing from the wall.

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The “$30 Every Thursday” Plan 

If the “$30 verj' Thurrday” proposal would work it 
would be the greatest scheme ever conceived by the mind 
of man, and solve just about every economic problem. I 

But the indications are that it will not work, and 
that it might cause unparalleled disorganization in the 
state. 

As we read the amendment, the proposal is to print 
a large number of large slips of paper and 52 times as ! 

many smaller pieces of paper, the former to be given | 

unemployed persons more than 50 years old and the latter 
to be sold at two cents each, and one pasted each week 
on the larger ships. 

That’s about all there is to it. With this done, all the 
persons 50 years or cider are expected to live happily and 
comfortably from then on, and the persems under 50 are 
to step into the oldsters’ jobs and live ditto. 

The idea is not new. It has been tried before. It has 
never worked as a permanent measure, applied to a large 
number of persons. The experience of Alberta, Canada, 
with the same idea didn’t succeed, and the province 
hasn’t got over the results yet. The plan bogged down 
right at the start. 

• • • * 

Nevertheless, we have in California many hundreds of 
thousands of sincere and worthy citizens who do believe in 
this printing-press magic, and wlio are quite determined 
that the idea should be given a trial. 

They have presented a record-breaking petition 
signed by {fOO.OOO persons. The supreme court has ruled 
that the act is legally drawn, and it is coming up for a 
vote by the people of California. 

If the amendment carries, the plan will be put into 
operation. If it is unworkeble, it will fail promptly, and 
everybody wdll see it fail. If it is unconstitutional, and 
many a person of sound judgment believes it is, the 
supreme court will say so, and why. This will cost the 
state a considerable sum of money and a good deal of lost 
motion, and will risk a certain amount of chaos. 

• • • * 

The change in the economic condition of the nation 
in the last decade has made pensions for the oldsters nec¬ 
essary. In fact, we have a pension system now, adopted 
on a national scale, and it is certnin to be improved as time 
goes on and we learn how to better it from experience. 

Various other pension propo.sals have been advaned. 
They contain many sound features that will probably 
eventually become law. 'rhe "$30 every Thursday’’ pro¬ 
posal is a menace to these sound proposals, because if the 
"$30 every Thursday” amendment passes it will probably 
fail, cast discredit upon a worthy movement and delay for 
years the enactmeiit of adequate pension legislation.

Czechs and Magyars 

Following the expiration of the Hungarian ultimatum 
to Czecho-Slovakia, Budapest announced that the problem 
of the Magyar minority across the border in Slovakia 
would be submitted to Britain, France, Germany and Italy 
for a decision. 

Now that Czechoslovakia has suffered amputation of 
her Sudeten and Poli.sh minorities and granted autonomy 
to her Slovak and Ruthenian areas, we cannot escape the 
Impression that she would be both happier and healthier 
if she got rid of all of her dissideixt factions. 

That Czechoslovakia could not survive in her original 
form is one of the tragedies of history. Europe and the 
world would have been the better for her presence. But 
in a world that has forsaken collective security and 
returned to the law of the jungle, rhe couldn’t and didn’t, 
so common sense urges that she make the best of the facts 
as they are. 

Certainly the enforced presence of still sizable minori¬ 
ties within her borders will now, more than ever, consti¬ 
tute a source of weakness rather than of strength. So the 
quicker she voluntarily remodels her house and reor¬ 
ganizes her own loyal family within it, the better it will 
be for her future safety and prosperity. 
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Secretary of Peace 


This country has a Secretai-y of War. Why shouldn’t 
it have a Secretary of Peace? Pupils of the sixth grade 
at Elm Road school, in Warren, Ohio, have written to 
President Roosevelt asking his opinon on that question. 

Mr. Roosevelt, it seems to us, might well reply to the 
E3m Road sixth-graders that this country does have a 
Secreary of Peace, although that isn’t his official title. 
He is the cabinet member who works to maintain friendly 
relations with other countries and who has made great 
progress, especially in promoting peace through two-way 
trading agreements. His name is Cordell Hull. 

No Peace Pacts Possible 

A spadeful of earth turned this month in a beautiful 
section of landscaped estates near Washington, D. C., is 
of deep significance in man’s age-old fight against disease 
and untimely death. 

There will rise the National Cancer Institute, govern¬ 
ment research center to battle the disease whose origin 
still is among medicine’s unsolved mysteries. 

This is the kind of warfare in which government has 
engaged too lightly, while spending billions for battleships 
and bombers. 


NEW YORK — Great Britain 
has not waited long to learn that 
the peace of Munich was a ter- 
' dible defeat, no less harmful for 
the fact that It has been up to 
now almost painless. There is 
said to be a period of shock—per¬ 
haps no more than a few seconds 
—in which a man who has just 
lost a leg does not fully feel the 
hurt, but already the British are 
aware of sharp twinges which will 
I increase to agony very soon. 

Hitler, who, recently, on the 
air, foamed at the mouth in hys¬ 
terical denunciation of the presi¬ 
dent of a neighboring nation, has 
imdertaken to impose on the 
British people a blacklist of anti- 
! nazi British statesmen or politi- 
i cians who may hold national of¬ 
fice only at the risk of his anger. 
This is a forthright assertion of 
the power which Hitler is at¬ 
tempting to exert in this country 
through his anti-American bunds. 
PUBLISHERS COWED 

By its timid submission to Mus¬ 
solini’s noisy rages at heavy em¬ 
phasis on the Italian disgrace at 
Guadalajara the British press has 
well prepared itself for censor¬ 
ship by Dr. Goebbels. Fleet 
street took tire Duce for a bumpy 
ride when his invincible legions 
advanced rapidly to the rear in 
Spain, but Mussolini quickly 
cowed the publishers into meek ■ 
avoidance of this and other tempt- 1 
ing subjects. The nazis, too, have 
often railed at the truth-telling of 
free journalism, but in a country 
whose very government so ab¬ 
jectly fears to make the fuehrer 
mad journalism will be imbued 
with the same spirit for the same 
reason. 

Obviously, if British candidates 
for appointive or elevtive office 
are to be disqualified for criticis¬ 
ing Hitler’s conduct the British 
foreign office might as ’.veil move 
bodily to Berlin. Foreign policy 
will be the great Issue in Great 
Britain from this time on, and 
the question of foreign policy will 
be whether to fight Hitler or sur¬ 
render. He would blackball, with 
a threat of consequences adding ! 
up to war, all those who advocate 1 
resistance to anything that he has j 
done or may do. Incredible as it ' 
may seem, the German dictator : 
has presumed to thrust in the 
hands of the British people a one- ; 
way nazi ballot with a space in ! 
which they may vote "ja” but no 
place on it for a vote of “nein.” 
NEGLECTED AIR FORCE 

All this comes of the fact that ' 
the British neglected to keep up 
their air force and air defenses, 
but the United States is now, hap¬ 
pily, only on the far outskirts of 
a similar predicament. This coun¬ 
try still has time in which to or- | 
ganize for quantity production of i 
airplanes and with its resources 
should be able to bu'Jd not merely 
two ships for one but conveniently , 
five or ten ships for every one : 
that Hitler and Mussolini together | 
can create. The ingenuity and 1 
material are here and time is on i 
the side of the U.S.A. 

If Hitler and Mussolini are 
confronted with an effort as 
mighty as this country can make 
without straining half as much as 
they have, they will treat the I 
United States with respect. 0th- | 
erwise, they will follow the same 
general course that they have pur¬ 
sued toward Great Britain and 
France. 

Up to now both Fuehrer and 
Duce have refrained from the di¬ 
rect approach to the internal poli¬ 
tics of this country that has been 
seen in their Invasion of Great 
Britain’s domestic prerogatives. ' 
But, two years ago. Hitler, through 
his press, warned “the nation of 
people who wear their hats in the 
house, put their feet on the table 
and spit chewing gum at the 
walls’’ that he might take an in¬ 
terest in American domestic af¬ 
fairs, which would not be pleas¬ 
ant.

The hair and flesh clutched in 
her fingers, if not her own, can 
be used to inform police about 
the appearance of the killer. Four 
inches, the reported length of the 
hair she held, is long for a man’s 
hair. If not her own, it might 
point to a man who combed his 
hair nearly straight back from , 
the forehead. Under the micros¬ 
cope, the fragments of flesh 
scratched from the victim might 
reveal his color and other details 
that would help to betray his iden¬ 
tity. 

Whenever more blows are In¬ 
flicted on a victim than would be 
necessary to still life, psycholo¬ 
gists know that the criminal is of 
the type of sex pervert known as 
a sadist because his distorted per¬ 
sonality receives sex pleasure ^ 
from torturing some victim.

“Personal tragedy and defeat : 
were once due to the individual’s ! 
weakness or to physical circum- I 
stances beyond his control; today, I 
with untold material advantages, 
even the most promising person is 
hamstrung by a formidable array 
of scientific and pseudo-scientific 
theories,” 

The misconcept of man as a 
mere victim of forces beyond his 
control has been in the making for 
300 years. Dr. Link explained. 
Physics and chemistry provided a 
mechanistic concept of the uni¬ 
verse. Biology repeats much the 
same story. Astronomy reveals a 
universe in which man is an infin¬ 
itesimal dot of little consequence. 

“This degrading concept of man 
reaches its climax in the teachings 
of our .social studies, economics, so¬ 
ciology, political science, anthro¬ 
pology,” Dr. Link asserted. “Men 
and women, these studies assert 
with confidence, are the victims of 
their economic environment. They 
are helpless in the clutches of a | 
soulless economic system. ] 

“This definition of man, psy¬ 
chologists are finding, is not only 
horribly degrading but fundamen¬ 
tally untrue.”

The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON.— Recent call¬ 
ers at the White House and Hyde 
Park have come away from the 
president deeply impres.sed by his 
political militancy, and by the 
amazingly detailed knowledge he 
ha.s of local affairs and politicians. 

Only apparent effect of the re¬ 
verses of the purge campaign has 
been to intensify his determination 
to houseclean the democratic par¬ 
ty of old guard elements. 

In a buoyant and zestful spirit 
wholly without rancor or vindict¬ 
iveness, he told visitors that the 
real struggle ha.s only begun and 
that the fight against the tories 
and their office - holding hench¬ 
men will be pressed with unabat¬ 
ing vigor. 

“These primary contests served 
a very useful purpose,” the presi¬ 
dent said to one friend, “they drew 
the line clear-cut and unmistak¬ 
able. We now know our friends 
and we know our enemies and we 
can act accordingly.” 

Judging from hints he dropped, 
action will not be long delayed. 
High placed officials, who fought 
the White House in the primary 
scraps, will shortly find them¬ 
selves out on the street. Roo.sevclt 
indicated he knew this meant bit¬ 
ter war with the anti-New Deal 
senate bloc, but he was going 
through with the purge just the 
same. 

And he showed clearly that he 
knew just whom to axe and why. 
Time and again he floored visit¬ 
ors by the minuteness of his 
knowledge of local affairs. Gov. 
Ed Rivers blinked in amazement 
when the president told him some 
things that happened in the Geor¬ 
gia scrap which Rivers thought 
were secret. 

A midwestern leader, recom¬ 
mending a friend for a local post 
now held by an administration foe, 
was startled by this acutely ac¬ 
curate remark: “He is all right, but 
a little unstable. I think it would 
be wiser to name someone else.” 

And when Rep. Dick Welch of 
San Francisco walked in, the pre¬ 
sident said, “Congratulations, 
Dick, on winning both the repub¬ 
lican and democratic nomina¬ 
tions.” 

There wasn’t another person in 
Washington who know that. 

FIRE ALARM 

Mayor LaGuardia was giving 
one of his campaign speeches. 
Suddenly word was passed out 
that he wanted to see Ernest 
Cuneo, brilliant young New York 
attorney. No one knew where 
Cuneo was, but with the aid ot 
the grapevine telegraph which 
sometimes locate.s New York poli¬ 
ticians, he was found in Harlem. 

So Cuneo, a 250-pound ex- 
professional football star, rushed 
to the LaGuardia meeting. He 
arrived out of breath, but with 
chest expanded that the mayor 
should want him. 

“Ernest,” commanded the Lit¬ 
tle Flower, “stand beside that fire 
alarm and don’t let anyone pull it. 
We can’t let this crowd walk out 
on us tonight.” 

MUNICH MAIL 

State department mail has been 
piling up as a result of the Munich 
agreement, and gives a significant 
cross section ot American public 
opinion. 

Almost universally, the letter 
writers have told Cordell Hull 
that Chamberlain sold out the de¬ 
mocracies when he bowed to Hit¬ 
ler at Munich. If Chamberlain 
had to run for reelection in the 
United States, the tone of these 
letters indicates that he would be 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

Running through the state de¬ 


partment mail also is an expres¬ 
sion of relief that the United States 
is aloof and can keep aloof from 
Europe. 

In other words, Americans see 
no inconsistency in doing nothing 
about the world’s dictators, yet 
reserving the right to criticize 
when someone else also does noth¬ 
ing about them.

The Bills 

No. 6, T.AXATION OF 

INSURANCE lO.MP.ANIES 

Thi.s act is a constitutional 
amendment propo.sed by the legis¬ 
lature, changing the state law re¬ 
lating to taxation of insurance 
companies. 

Its supporters claim that a re¬ 
cent .supreme court decision, hold¬ 
ing that the insurance company 
which received the gross premiums 
in the first instance can take the 
tax deduction for the reinsurance 
premium paid the other company, 
insurnnee tompanie.s, they claim, 
can complete such contracts out¬ 
side the state and avoid the 2.6 
per cent tax. They c.stimate the 
resulting annual lo.ss at $1,000,000 
in state revenue. 

Opponents say it favors com¬ 
panies with head offices in Cali¬ 
fornia, e.spccially fire in.surance 
companies, at the expense of other 
classes. They also .say the state 
will lose tax revenues on contracts 
already made.

GET TO THE BOTTOM 

Establishment of a fact-finding 
commission to find out just what 
the shootin’s about in the AFL- 
CIO hostilities may soon be sug¬ 
gested by President Roosevelt, 
according to dispatches from 
Hyde Park. 

This group would be charged 
with conducting a factual, un¬ 
biased survey of the whole sit¬ 
uation and presenting its findings 
without recommndation. 

That sounds like a good sug¬ 
gestion, and one that might lead 
both to public enlightenment on 
a confus^ issue, and to truce and 
final peace between these two 
large labor organizations which 
arc now spitting fire at each oth¬ 
er. 

The longer the conflict contin¬ 
ues, the more in the dark is the 
public concerning the fundamen¬ 
tal issues in this cleavage. The 
AFL charges that the fault lies 
entirely with the CIO, and the 
CIO retaliates by claiming that 
the AFL is wholly to blame. 

The public not only wants to 
know which is right or how much 
is right in both claims, but also 
wants to get the “lowdown” on 
the controversy, the real facts 
uncolored by special pleading 
I from either side. 

I When the public absorbs that 
information, and the blame can 
justly be laid where it truly be¬ 
longs, then we may expect enough 
public pressure to bring a retreat 
by those at fault, and ultimately 
a fair peace pact. 

To be of any value, however, 
the commission must toe the line 
of strict impartiality, betraying 
no leanings toward one side or 
the other. Only such a commis¬ 
sion would be acceptable to both 
organizations.—Minneapolia Star.
